Hutchison 
Announces 
Candidacy

Republican Chairman Ray Hutchison 
Tuesday said he may seek his party’s 
nomination for governor next year. 
Hutchison, a former legislator from 
Dallas, attacked Democratic in­ 
cumbent Dolph Briscoe for “lack of 
leadership” and said he will run if he 
obtains adequate financial backing. 
The Republican leader charged the 
legislature would have passed a 
school finance bill if Briscoe had 
shown the same interest in it as he did 
a highway funding law. 


School Financing 
Briscoe Says 
Session Near 


Plano taxpayers could be saved a 
major boost in school taxes when the 
proposed special session of the Texas 
Legislature convenes. Gov. Dolph 
Briscoe announced today that he 
would set “a definite opening date” 
for the session soon. 
Briscoe reiterated his hope that the 
special session could agree quickly on 
a better school finance bill than the 
one which failed in the closing 
minutes of the regular session. 
He had said earlier he would call a 
special session only if there was ad­ 
vance agreement on a school finance 
bill. 
‘it is almost impossible to have 
absolute assurance that either house 
will do this or that, but I think we are 
close,” the governor said. 
Unless a new finance bill comes 
about, the Plano Independent School 
District will be forced to raise the tax 
rate by about 30 or 35 cents to meet the 
needs of teacher salaries, tran ­ 
sportation, rising energy costs, in­ 
flation, etc. 
Some legislators have complained 


that Briscoe was being unreasonable 
in expecting them to agree in advance 
to a bill most of them would not see 
until they arrived for the special 
session. 
In addition to making a decision on 
when to call the special session, the 
Texas governor has until Sunday to 
sign, veto or allow to become taw 
about 600 bills. 
Briscoe’s office said this week that 
the governor planned to devote most 
of his time during the next two days to 
signing legislation passed by the 1977 
legislature. 
One of those bills is a $15.5 billion 
appropriation bill funding state 
operations for the next two years. 
Briscoe has indicated he will use his 
veto authority if necessary to delete 
any appropriations he felt were un­ 
necessary. 
"I’m 
not looking at 
the ap­ 
propriation bill with the goal of 
vetoing any certain amount of money 
out of the bill, but I’m looking at the 
bill with the idea of justification for 
each item," he said.

Attorney General Testifies Against TV ‘Spectacles?

HOUSTON (UPI) — For Attorney 
General John Hill the matter was born 
in law and bred in good taste: 
Executions have no place in com­ 
mercial televison. 
He stood Tuesday before a three- 


judge federal panel to ask that a 
television reporter be prohibited from 
filming any of the state’s next 
scheduled execution. 
"Executions should not be made 
public spectacles,” Hill argued. “We 
permit members of the news media to 


Scientists Theorize 
Inherited Behavior

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — A major 
scientific meeting is considering the 
“shocking” idea that homosexuality 
and other human behavior may be 
inherited — despite protests that the 
notion also has strong racist im­ 
plications. 
“It’s a shocking theory,” said 
Michael Gregory, director of San 
Francisco State University’s Science- 
Humanities Convergence Program, 
which is sponsoring the symposium of 
the nation’s 
largest 
scientific 
organization. 
“No one has ever before suggested 
that behavior is inherited and subject 
to evolutionary forces,” he said at the 
gathering 
of 
the 
American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science. 
Hie controversial two-day meeting 
convened Tuesday to consider a new 
science, sociobiology, which claims 
human behavior traits may be 
inherited in the same way genes pass 
on physical characteristics like hair 
color. 
Angry, chanting demonstrators 
tried unsuccessfully to halt the start of 
the symposium. 
After picketing the meeting, about 
20 members of the Committee Against 
Racism entered the university 


building where it is being held and 
shouted: 
“Racist pigs. Stop the debate. No 
free speech for racists.” 
‘ The protestors were hooted out of 
the hall by the gathering of 650 
scientists who engaged in shouting 
matches with them. 
Foes of the science charged it is not 
only racist but sexist, similar to Nazi 
genetic beliefs of “superior” humans 
and an exploitation of Charles Dar­ 
win’s “survival of the fittest’’ 
evolution theory. They said it prolongs 
racial stereotypes and ignores social 
change. 
The highly charged sociobiology 
dispute has divided the academic 
community. 
A spokesman for the symposium 
said sociobiologists theorize that 
aggression, 
altruism 
and 
homosexuality are among traits 
transmitted genetically. 
“Many people don’t want to know 
what human nature really is,” said 
Garrett Hardin, professor of human 
ecology 
at 
the 
University 
of 
California, Santa Barbara. 
Hie new scientific field emerged in 
1975 with the publication of a book by 
Harvard biology Prof. Edward 
Wilson, “Sociobiology: The New 
Synthesis.” 


be present. We simply say you cannot 
bring a television camera into the 
death chamber.” 
Hill sought to overturn a Dallas 
federal judge’s order requiring the 
Texas Department of Corrections to 
permit televising of executions. The 
order by U.S. District Judge William 
Taylor Jr., last year arose from a suit 
by freelance writer Tony Garrett, 
then a reporter for a Dallas television 
station. 
"We do not question to this court the 
right of free speech, free press or the 
right to assembly,” Hill said. “This 
case deals only with how it (the death) 
may be recorded.” 
Hill said neither state law nor the 
Constitution guaranteed reporters 
access to execution which the public 
would not be allowed to attend. 
He argued the privacy of executions 
had been in Texas law since the early 
1920s and it was socially and legally 
accepted. He said death should not be 
made a spectacle on television 
screens. 
"The line is drawn at the courthouse 
door... The line is drawn at the death 
chamber door,” Hill said. 
Tom McCorkle of Dallas, an at­ 
torney for Garrett, said the state was 
attempting to control the gathering of 
news by excluding the electronic 
media while allowing members of the 
writing press. 
"There is no evidence there is a 
clear and present danger to the 
public,” McCorkle said. "The state 
wants to do something that is contrary 
to the First Amendment. The State of 
Texas wants to gather and publish 
(the news) they way they want to 
publish. 
"The press is the only bulwark we 
have against government oppression. 
The people have a right to know what 
the government is doing in their 
name.” 
Hill said the TDC went beyond the 
law by making special arrangements

Associated Press to be present in the 
execution chamber — when and if an 
execution takes place. 
Since the issue was raised the state 
has passed a law providing for death 
by injection. Hill said it made no 
difference whether death came from 
injection or in the electric chair. The 
principle remained the same. 
"Speaking of death in any form is a 
chilling prospect to me,” he said. 
"But that is not ifie issue here. At 
what point will iriend?”

To Investigate Texas Energy

SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (UPI) — In 
answer to allegations Texas oil 
producers 
may

withholding 
energy, Gov. 
Dolph 
Briscoe 
has 
recommended federal officials come 
to the state and look for themselves. 
He said Tuesday, however, that if 
the investigation was to be thorough 
— the officials should first take a look 
at those who are yelling at Texas the 
loudest, 
including 
the 
federal 
government itself 
"I think there should be an in­ 
vestigation,” Briscoe told the Texas 
Independent Producers and Royalty 
Owners Association. “ I think that 
investigation ought to start with those 
states that are holding back. 
"It ought to start with the federal 
government, because it is the largest 
holder of resources yet to be found.” 
Briscoe told the group only IO per 
cent of last year’s energy supplies 
came from federally owned lands, 
most of that from rigs offshore of 
Texas and Louisiana, although more 
than half of the nation’s fossil fuels 
were under federal land. 


"Let’s settle once and for all this 
question of holding back production,” 
he said. “ I think we can convince any 
fairminded person (Texas) is not 
holding back on production.” 
Briscoe said he already had ex­ 
tended the invitation to members of 
the Senate Committee on Energy and 
Natural Resources and to federal 
energy chief Dr. James Schlesinger. 
He said he also would make the in­ 
vitation in writing. 
Briscoe testified before the com­ 
mittee Monday in favor of removing 
federal price controls from interstate 
natural gas. 
He said he was hopeful Congress 
would defeat President Carter 
national energy plan proposal, which 
he said would continue “shortsighted 
and counterproductive” federal 
policies which have stymied the 
search for new domestic fuel reser­ 
ves. 
Briscoe said, however, oilmen 
should continue to pressure Congress. 
“While we’re encouraged, now is 
the time to fight,” he said. "We’re 
going to fight like we’ve never fought 


before to protect the economy of this 
state, jobs in Texas and protect the 
fugure of the American way of life.”

When driving down the highway, one cannot help but notice the wide variation of CB an­ 
tennas and the location of these antennas on passing automobiles. You should be aware that 
the type of antenna you purchase and the location of installation has a big effect on your 
radiated signal and range. 
. . „ 
The most efficient commercially available mobile antenna to have (one that would radiate 
the highest percentage of energy) is a full quarter wave antenna located in the center ot the 
roof of your car. A quarter wave whip would be about nine feet long and would, in most cases, 
be too long. Another disadvantage of the full length whip is that it bends at an angle when the 
car is in motion. This angle detunes the antenna since the radiator is not vertical in relation to 
the ground plane (car.) When a full length whip is mounted on the bumper the radiation 
pattern is damaged by the proximity of the body of the car towering above the Ir o e i o f e 
antenna and the fact that the whip is not centered over the automobile. It should be noted that 
the vehicle itself becomes half of the antenna since the antenna transmission line shield is 
grounded to the automobile. Mobile antennas not located near the center of the car will have 
radiation patterns that are not omni-directional...that is, you will not be able to communicate 
in all directions equally well. Some directions will yield further ranges than others. 
A single vertical antenna has a radiation pattern that is essentially the same as the shape of 
its metal ground under the antenna. Thus, if you place your antenna at the rear of the car, you 
will have more metal at the front of the antenra. The communication range will be more at 
the front of your car than the rear. The same holds true if you mount your mobile antenna at 
the right side of your automobile. The most of your car will be to the left of the antenna and 
your signal will extend further to the left. This is the reason that all mobile antennas should be 
placed as close to the center of the vehicle as possible. 
Since it is obvious that most cars can’t have a 108” whip in the center of their car that will 
remain vertical in motion, a shorter antenna will be necessary. A loading coil electrically 
lengthens your antenna so shorter whips can be used. These coils can be located at the base of 
the antenna...half way up (center loaded)...or at the top. This coil not only lengthens the 
physically short antenna to a size that will alllow for the most transfer of energy into space, 
but also satisifes the transmitters output load requirements. From a mechanical and 
radiation efficiency standpoint, base loaded antennas are better than center or top loaded 
antennas 
Co-phased antennas are the dual antennas that you have seen on 18-wheelers and the rear of 
some automobiles. On many cars, these antennas are mostly decorative, since to be effective, 
co-phased mobile antennas should be a quarter wavelength (about 9 feet) apart which usually 
can not be achieved on a passenger car or van. These antennas have a figure eight radiation 
pattern and do afford some increased range to the front and rear of the vehicle when properly 
installed. 
With all things considered, a base loaded antenna with a stainless steel whip (which resists 
rusting) and a small metal ball at the top (to drain away any static buildups) mounted near 
the center of your automobile (or on the trunk) is the best all around mobile antenna for the 
CB’er. And don’t be afraid to pay a few dollars more for better antenna construction. Some 
mobile antennas have relatively poor electrical connections in order to be lower priced.

POLLY’S PROBLEM 


D E A R P O L LY — I used a cotton crocheted mat on my 
38-year-old waxed mahogany dining table When I put a 
paper plate with warm, not hot, food on it I was left with 
a white spot I have tried using wax and the mixture of 
cigarette ashes and butter but the spot remains. Any 
suggestions for removing this spot will be greatly ap 
predated — M A 


D EAR M.A. — If your table is highly waxed there is a 
♦ hance that removing the wax might remove the spot. It 
may not have penetrated through a heavy wax coating. I 
have removed such spots by rubbing on petroleum jelly 
and leaving it for about 24 hours and then rubbing it off. 
Dr, you might dampen a cloth with spirits of camphor, 
daub this on the spot, let dry and then polish or wax as 
usual. The last is only if the table has a varnished or 
shellac finish. — PO LLY.

supervision or aid in every­ 
day living, according to 
Howard C. Allen, Director of

valescent Homes Division of 
TDHR. 
However, siad Allen, these 
persons don’t need the usual 
and 
routine 
attendance 
during night-time sleeping 
hours, nor do they require 


the care and services nor­ 
mally provided by a nursing 
home or custodial care 
home. 
The facilities providing 
these services under per­ 
sonal care homes fall under 
three 
types, 
generally 
following the extent 
of 
services needed by the 
residents. Main differences 
are these: 
Type A. 
personal care 
homes are designated for 
residents who 
are am ­ 
bulatory, can provide their 
own 
self-help 
and 
are 
capable 
of 
following 
directions and taking ap­ 
propriate action for self- 
p r e s e r v a t i o n 
u n d e r 
emergency conditions. 
Type B. 
facilities may 
house residents who are 
ambulatory but may be 
m e n t a l l y 
r e t a r d e d ; 
however, they are capable of 
following directions and 
taking appropriate action for 
self-preservation 
under 
emergency conditions. 
Type C. 
personal care 
homes are for residents w ho 
may 
be 
physically 
or 
mentally incapacitated or 
handicapped. 
The Dept. believes that 
these persons can be ac­ 
commodated in a personal 
care home or facility which 
doesn’t 
have 
extensive 
services. 
But they do need and 
deserve the protection of the 
law in assuring that they are 
provided safe and sanitary 
living conditions and, as 


needed, 
are 
provided 
assistance in every day 
living, said Allen. 
Staffing would be far 
below that of nursing and 
convalescent homes.

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Sex Life of Cancer Patients Viewed 


By DALE SINGER 
ST. LOUIS (UPI) - The 
sex life of persons surviving 
cancer often has taken a 
back seat in the minds of 
doctors and patients to life 
itself and victory 
over 
rampaging disease. 
But 
three 
million 
Americans alive today have 
cancer in their past, the 
American 
Cancer Society 
says, and 230,000 Americans 
who will contract the disease 


in 1977 should be alive five 
years after treatment. 
How good life in those 
years will be depends in part 
on a healthy attitude toward 
sex — an attitu d e th at 
resolves the physical and 
psychological difficulties 
that cancer often brings, 
according to Sharon 
K 
Krumm, director of nursing 
at E llis Fischel C ancer 
Hospital in Columbia, Mo. 
“Women who have had 


mastectomies often will feel 
they can only engage in sex 
in the dark, or will begin 
wearing pajam as instead of 
nightgowns,” Ms 
Krumm 
said in an interview at a 
recent national conference 
of cancer nurses. 
“Often, when a woman 
first hears the diagnosis of 
cancer, her first thought 
i s nt about 
su rg ery , 
or 
cancer, or death, as one 
might expect Studies show 


the first shock she feels is 
that of losing 
her 
basic 
female role.” 
C ancer of the cervix, 
which may lead to radical 
mutilating surgery, has been 
linked to early sex and a 
large num ber of sexual 
partners. Ms. Krumm said 
persons with this form of 
cancer may have a strong 
sense of guilt as well as the 
other em otions such an 
experience brings. 


“A lot of people feel like 
they’re being punished when 
they get cancer, and with the 
sex organs 
involved, 
it’s 
often considered an even 
stronger punishment.” 
The role of the patient’s 
spouse is 
important, 
she 
said, citing the common but 
mistaken belief that cancer 
can be contagious. 
In the case of a woman 
whose cervical cancer has 
been treated with radiation 


therapy, 
she 
said, 
the 
husband may avoid sex for 
fear his wife is radioactive. 
Too little attention has 
been paid to this problem up 
until now, Ms. Krumm said. 
“We’ve just been so in­ 
sensitive.” 
A major need is to provide 
someone for patients and 
their spouses just to talk 
about the problem, she said. 
“Surgery can be inhibiting 
or mutilating, chemotherapy 


can inhibit the libido and 
radiation can alter sexual 
behavior and a patient’s self- 
image. Patients have to be 
able to talk about these 
things.” 
“It just hit me right bet­ 
ween the eyes that this was 
one aspect of cervical cancer 
cases that had been ignored 
and how obvious it was. No 
one was looking at this.” 
Now that cancer and sex 
are being discussed openly 


by more doctors and nurses, 
Ms. Krumm is optimistic 
about the future of a subject 
that has been ignored too 
long. 


“The neat thing about it is 
that once you start jarring 
male physicians — if I can 
engage in some reverse 
chauvinism — about their 
particular lack of sensitivity 
in this area, they become 
your greatest crusaders.”

HOLLYWOOD, Fla. (UPI) 
— Mike Johns is 28 years old 
and part Cheyenne Indian. 
He calls himself an “animal 
naturalist,’’ but to you and 
me, that means he wrestles 
alligators. 
Hoisting a leg over a 
cement wall, he bounds 
inside a circular pit and 
strides into the ankle-deep 
water. 
He 
grabs 
one 
alligator by the tail and 


plops it into an adjacent 
“ wading’’ 
pool, 
pokes 
another into the same pond 
with a stick, then faces the 
remaining “gator.’’ 
“This is the one we’ll work 
with,” he said at a recent 
demonstration 
in 
this 
Seminole Indian Village. 
“You always work right in 
front or down on top. They 
bite to the side.” 
Johns rapped the gator on 
the nostrils and quickly 


pried open its jaws which 
grab with a strength of 3.000 
pounds per square inch. At 
least 40 teeth flashed before 
the jaws snapped shut with 
the crisp clasp of a new 
suitcase. 
“ Everyone who works 
with gators — you get bit, no 
way around it,” he answered 
the invevitable query. “You 
go in spurts, it seems like I 
haven’t been bitten in a 
couple of months. 


‘i ve been bitten more 
times than I can count.” 
Alligators don't slice off 
your hand, they rip and tear. 
Johns explained. “Spinners 
and shakers are the worst 
kind. I was bitten badly last 
year. But, mercifully, the 
alligator was not spinning.” 
Johns said some alligators 
spin and shake to break a 
wrestler’s grip. “When they 
start shaking, you step 
back,” he said. 


Stepping nimbly behind 
the gator, Johns straddled 
the reptile, yanked its head 
back 
and 
placed 
the 
animal’s shut jaws beneath 
his throat, cradling it there 
for about five seconds. 
“This is called bulldogging 
an alligator,” he said. 
Johns said bulldogging 
always draws oohs and aahs, 
but the only “trick about it is 
nature.” Alligators, he said, 
see mainly to the sides and 


are least aware when their 
heads are tilted back in an 
unnatural position. 
Anot her 
un n a t u r a l 
position, Johns said, is 
rolling the alligator on its 
back. That slides the rep­ 
tile’s brain — the size of a 
pea — back into its huge 
head cavity, in effect, put­ 
ting the reptile to sleep. 
Johns calls himself an 
“animal naturalist.” And he 
denies that alligator “wrest­ 


ling” is just showboating. 
"We’re 
changing 
our 
style,” he said. “We’re more 
interested 
in 
educating 
visitors about the natural 
natures of animals. 
“We could put on an 
alligator show that makes 
them look like dragons,’’ 
Johns said, “but instead, we 
hope people can 
learn 
something rather than the 
Tarzan approach.” 
Hence, 
he 
places 


crocodiles inside the pits 
with alligators and explains 
that alligators are found in 
North America and China, 
while crocodiles are found on 
all continents. 
Both are reptiles, but the 
crocodile is smaller, “five 
times faster and IO times 
meaner,’’ he said. 
In

II, 
crocodiles attacked and 
killed 500 Japanese soldiers 
in a mangrove swamp.

Dear Dr. Greenstone. I am a grade school teacher. 
Sometimes I have conferences with the parents of my 
students. Often. I am disappointed in the results. How can I 
make them more helpful and productive? 
Dear Reader. When talking to parents in conference, the 
better your understanding of the family, and the more ef­ 
fective your mode of communication with them, the more 
productive and helpful your conference will be. 
When you as a teacher discuss a child with his parents, you 
may find that you are dispelling or at least reducing the 
hopes and aspirations that the parents may have for their 
child You may be the reality factor that shows their 
“prodigy” to be “average.” And even though “average” 
may be good enough, to the parents who dreamed of more, 
average may be nothing less than bitter disappointment. 
Be aware of your position in this scenario. Be aware also of 
the impact of your words and comments as you describe the 
child. Avoid adjectives and of-the-cuff rem arks that could 
easily be taken for meanings other than that intended. 
Be descriptive and non-judgemental. Do not moralize or 
set yourself up as the model for parental behavior. You may 
decide to draw specifically from your own experiences, but 
ask the parents for their opinion as to the applicability of 
your suggestion with their child. 
Do not presume to understand that with which you may not 
fully be in tune. Such attem pts are often demeaning, and 
arouse resentment and resistance in the listener. Try to 
avoid those statem ents which arouse anxiety and evoke 
guilt. Once you have aroused such feelings, the productivity 
of your conference decreases sharply. 
Physical arrangem ents for a parent conference are also 
important. A quiet out-of-the-way room or office, free from 
interruptions, and containing a teacher who listens well, 
may be some of the most critical elements to be considered. 
Long after the conference is over and the specific words 
uttered are forgotten, the mood of the room, and the at­ 
mosphere generated by the teacher’s attitude will be some of 
the longest rem em bered parts of the entire encounter. 
If parents feel that they m atter to the teacher more than 
does a telephone call, or a fellow teacher who stops by for a 
chat during the conference, they will be more likely to 
cooperate with you in solving those particular problems in 
the classroom related to their child.

“ I guess you can liken this 
to the Indianapolis 500,” he 
said. “ If a driver goes by at 
200 miles an hour, you don’t 


have a chance to see him 
very long. 
“ But if he goes by at IO 
miles an hour you can look at 
him and tell something about 
the color of the car. the 
driver 
That’s what we’re 
trying to do.” 


Since the chemical com­ 
pounds are too small to see 
with

strongest 
m icroscopes, the re se a r­ 
chers plan to utilize an array 
of electronic equipment to 
measure tiny variations in 
vibrations of the ions.

“ If we can show in the cell 
what species are necessary 
for stabilization of the 
diazonium ion maybe we can 
prevent the stabilization 
from occuring in the cell, 
which m eans this thing 
would have no way of 
causing cancer.

Almost as many advertising 
campaigns fail as succeed 
and Al Cascino of the Atlanta 
Agency. Tucker Wayne & 
Co., thinks he has found the 
reason for most of the 
failures 
Cascino has worked out a 
series of 33 axiomatic state­ 
ments about advertising and 
behavioral response. He is 
convinced most advertising 
failures are 
caused 
by 
violating one or more of 


these axioms 
But he warns that the 
matter is not really that 
simple All calculations can 
be upset by mass behavioral 
factors — such as political 
movements and the behavior 
of the stock market — which 
are not predictable. 
Aside 
from 
‘hat. 
the 
behavioral response of men 
and women to a particular 
ad or campaign 
can 
be 
predicted even if the actual 
sales results cannot, Cascino 
said 
One of the more important 


of Cascino's axioms is that 
men and women respond 
differently 
to many ads. 
Expatiating on that, he said 
it 
is 
harder 
to 
write 
automobile ads to appeal to 
women than to appeal to 
men It is easier to compose 
ads 
that 
will 
appeal 
to 
women for foods, cosmetics, 
household products and pet 
foods 
But. 
he 
said, 
ads 
for 
financial 
affairs. 
en­ 
tertainm ent 
and 
en­ 
tertainm ent products, in­ 
surance, c i g a r e t t e s and 


pharmaceuticals need not 
take sex into account at all. 
Cascino put more stress on 
observing axiom s having 
nothing to do with sex. For 
example:

People 
prefer 
ad­ 
vertising messages that are 
happy. 
— People in different 
socioeconomic groups have 
different 
icons and these 
must 
be 
considered 
in 
relation to the product and 
the 
m essage.

aspect. 
— Persons in the lower 
economic groups told to 
endow some brands with 
almost magical properties 
and are extremely loyal to 
them. 
This 
should 
be 
preserved by the copywriter. 
— Every person is the hero 
of his or her own drama but 
also tends to see himself as 
the generic man or woman. 
Cascino didn't say so but 
that appears to mean the 
advertiser is taking a grave 
risk if he sticks pins in the 
self-illusion of the viewer or 
reader. 
In 
general, 
Cascino 
classifies most of his axioms 
under three headings: 
— People know a lot about 
advertising. (More than the 
advertiser suspects?) 
— People place and store 
products in the shelves of 
their minds. 
— The way people per­ 
ceive themselves profoundly 
affects the way they per­ 
ceive products. 
While some of his axioms 
may appear so obvious as to 
be simplistic, Cascino said, 
when an ad campaign fails 
it’s usually because one of 
the axioms was ignored. 
Among them he suggests: 
— People like advertising 
that's a little different, but 
they resent it if ifs too dif­ 
ferent. 
— People won t believe a 
promise that’s too good — 
even if it’s true. 
— 
People 
have 
con­ 
ceptions about the kind of 
personality 
a 
company 
should have; it’s dangerous 
to 
stray 
from 
this 
per­ 
sonality. 
People 
dislike 
unrealistic dialogue. 
— People know that the 
difference between many 
competing 
products 
is 
marginal and their memory 
banks of brand names have 
limits.

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50 Million Head for Theme Parks

Good clean fun for the 
whole family has never gone 
out of style in America, as 
demonstrated by the success 
of at least three dozen theme 
amusement parks that are 
starting the summer season 
with scores of new at­ 
tractions. 
One 
of 
every 
four 
Americans will visit an 
amusement 
park 
this 
summer. 
The 
beautifully 
land­ 
scaped spawn of Disneyland 
can be found in most parts of 
the country, with the ex­ 
ception of 
New 
England 
where the warm weather 
season is deemed too short 
for profitable operation. 
“You have to have 
a 
climate where you can have 
a long season,” observed 
Jim 
Keaney 
of 
the 
Massachusetts Department 
of Tourism. 
“ So 
much 
money is invested in theme 
parks that you can’t get your 
money out by staying open 
just a few months a year.” 
Costs of constructing a 
super amusement park and 


hotel, motel and camping 
accommodations 
run 
into 
many millions of dollars, but 
profits can be impressive. 
In 1973, Walt Disney World 
opened near Orlando, Fla. 
with a total investment of 
$400 million. Three years 
later the organization paid 
off the last of its debts — 
averaging about ll million 
visitors a year — and has 
since invested another $300 
million. 
Six Flags 
Inc. 
of Los 
Angeles, which operates 
parks in DallasForth Worth, 
A tlanta, 
St. 
Louis 
and 
Houston, 
reported 
total 
revenues of $99 million in 
1976, up 27.7 per cent over 
1975 for a profit of $26.6 
million. Ten million guests 
visited Six Flags facilities. 
Success of the parks is 
based on a magic mix of 
escapism , adventure and 
education. 
While more than 50 million 
Americans will visit a theme 
amusement park this year, 
they will spend an average of 
$13 each, according to in­ 
dustry sources. 
Parking is a uniform $1, 
and deli type meals popular 


with family groups run about 
$3. More elaborate fare can 
run to $20 per diner. 
One of the newest parks is 
Marriott s Great America at 
G urnee, 
111., 
between 
Chicago and Milwaukee, in 
the $50 million class. 
It 
opened last year and a t­ 
tracted 2.35 million visitors 
in its first 111-day season 
Since Mickey Mouse and 
his gang a re elsew here 
engaged. G reat A m erica 
featu res 
Bugs 
Bunny, 
Y osem ite 
Sam , 
and 
Sylvester and Tweety as 
hosts. 
The park has 35 rides. 30 
re sta u ra n ts, 14 live en­ 
tertainment productions and 
30 gift shops and boutiques 
sprawled across IOO acres. 
Its biggest new attractions 
are a musical show called 
“ Holiday” at the 1,600-seat 
music hall and the Sky Trek 
Tower, a 300-foot-high ride 
with a panoramic view of 
Gurnee, 
Waukegan, 
Lake 
Michigan and even Chicago. 
This park is the farthest 
north of any in the country 
and has a season schedule of 
May 7 through Labor Day, 
followed by fall weekend 


openings Admission prices, 
which are more or less the 
same at all the parks, are 
$8 95 for adults, $7 95 for 
children 
under 
12 
and 
freebies for children under 3 
Tickets cover all rides, 
which totalled 24 million last 
year 
Old Chicago, to the south­ 
west of the city on a 57-acre 
site, is the other side of the 
amusement park coin 


Old 
Chicago 
ran 
into 
severe financial difficulties 
and almost had to shut down 
after 
a 
fe'’ 
m onth’s 
operation, but now appears 
to be on the road to recovery 
The $30 million project is the 
nation s only com pletely 
enclosed shopping center 
and amusement park with 
150 “gay nineties" stores 
and 40 rides 
One amusement park did 


not survive its financial 
decline 
Jungle Habitat, a 
W arner 
C om m unications 
project in West Milford. N. 
J., 
went 
bankrupt 
last 
season, 
probably 
because 
exotic animals didn't look 
right against 
the banal 
Jersey landscape 
Great Adventure, a park 
created 
by 
flam boyant 
show m an r e s t a u r a t e u r 
W arner LeRov in Jackson. 


N J . is doing well with a $40 
million annual gross, and 
LeRoy is planning an even 
bigger “ a d v e n tu re ” park 
just a half hour from New 
York. 
“ I’m out to create a park 
with a $100 million annual 
gross,” said LeRoy. 
The jungle theme has been 
much more successful in 
semitropical Tampa. 
Fla, 
where Busch Gardens’ Dark 


Continent is enjoying its 17th 
season. Its five areas — 
M orocco. 
N airobi, 
the 
Serengeti Plain, Stanleyville 
and the Bird Gardens — 
occupy 300 acres and a sixth 
area, dubbed The Congo, 
opened this sum m er as part 
of a $6.5 million expansion.

Tennis Elbow Now Common 


Ailment Appears in All Walks of Life 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Tennis elbow is an oc­ 
cupational hazard of tennis 
players, c arp en ters, g a r­ 
deners, dentists and even 
politicians who shake too 
many hands. 
“The Medical Letter,” a 
doctors' 
newslettter, 
says 
the growing popularity of 


tennis has m ade tennis 
elbow one of the commonest 
orthopedic injuries among 
persons over 18. 
In a report advising physi­ 
cians on tre a tm e n t, the 
newsletter said the injury 
could just as well be called 
“tennis forearm " because 
its symptoms often involve 


the extensor muscles of the 
forearm. 
The most frequent tennis- 
related complaint is that it 
hurts to hit backhand. Other 
activities 
that 
produce 
discomfort to someone with 
tennis elbow include shaking 
hands, turning a doorknob, 
using a 
screw driver or 


carrying a briefcase. 
Although it might seem 
reasonable to temporarily 
stop playing tennis when the 
ailm ent 
strik es.

Medical L etter" said this 
might not be necessary. 
"Tennis elbow is likely to 
persist or recur, but the most

forearm and elbow in water 
or with a heating pad. Others 
have recommended war­ 
ming up with an isometric 
exercise. 
The newsletter said many

symptoms find that placing 
a band several inches in 
w idth around their forearms 
near the elbow diminishes 
the pain of hitting the ball. 
Many orthopedic surgeons 
recommend exercises to 
strengthen the forearm, the 
newsletter said. Surgery can 
help some with severe symp­ 
toms. 
The new sletter said a 
couple of aspirin will help 
tennis players increase their 
tolerance to the pain. Local 
injections of corticosteroid 
drugs can relieve pain for 
some, but the newsletter 
said repeated injections can 
be damaging. 
There also are other drugs 
such as phenylbutazone,

HOLLYWOOD - Hearing 
the Beatles as they appeared 
in die Hollywood Bowl more 
than a decade ago is to realize 
once again how time distorts 
the past. 
Compared 
to 
today's 
groups, the Beatles simply 
weren’t that good. 
But their musical talent, or 
lack of it, probably is ir­ 
relevant. What they did have, 
and what made John Lennon, 
Ringo Starr, Paul McCartney 
and George Harrison each 
and every one a millionaire, 
was an infectious, thumb-the- 
nose - at - the - Establishment 
joyousness — the spirit of 
youth in the mid-1960s. 
After a dozen years of si­ 
lence in a vault, Capitol Rec­ 
ords retrieved and polished 
up the tapes of the Beatles’ 
1964 and 1965 appearances in 
the Hollywood Bowl. TTiirteen 
of those songs are being re­ 
leased in a current album. 
Hiis is the first new Beatles’ 
LP to appear in seven years, 
and the first “live” album. 
The Hollywood Bowl was, 
of course, jammed for the 
Beatles’ appearances and the 
audience had reached a state 
of near-hysteria long before 
the British quartet strolled 
onto the stage. The first bar 
of music touched off screams 
that lasted through most of 
the concert. The waves of 
“music” from the audience 
fire as much the “star” of this 
album as the Beatles. 
It was the symbol of inde­ 
pendence that youths of the 
mid-1960s saw in the im­ 
pudent, brash Britishers — 
and that is pretty much what 
all the cheering was about in 
the Hollywood Bowl. 
It was a great era, but 
short. The Beatles, unable to 
get along with each other, 
disbanded less than two years 
later.

Q. Several landlords in our 
section of Flagstaff, AZ, ask 
what the law says (to stop ar­ 
guments please quote it) on 
how to oust a rent-unpaid 
tenant. 
A. To oust a rent-unpaid 
tenant Az. R.S. Sec. 33-1368 B 
reads: “If the rent is unpaid 
when due and the tenant fails 
to pay the rent within seven 
days after written notice by 
the landlord of nonpayment 
and his intention to terminate 
the rental agreement if the 
rent is unpaid within that pe­ 
riod of time, the landlord may 
terminate the agreement. 
Prior to judgment in an ac­ 
tion (for forcible detainer for 
possession and damages) 
brought by the landlord under 
this subsection, the tenant 
may have the rental agree­ 
ment reinstated by tendering 
the past due rent, reasonable 
attorney fees incurred by the 
landlord and court costs, if 
any.” 
Generally, most forcible 
detainer actions are tried 
within five days after filing in 
a justice of peace or a small 
claims court.

Q. In our divorce my 
former wife was given cus­ 
tody of our two minor chil­ 
dren. The decree didn’t pro­ 
vide who was to have the in­ 
come tax exemption for the 
children. I have been paying 
for much more than half of 
their support.

Revenue Tax court recently 
ruled that when the decree

Q. I am a British subject 
presently employed in the 
United States. Will a will 
made by me in the United 
States be valid to dispose of 
property located in Scotland? 
Too, will it also be valid in the 
United States? 
A. The Wills Act 1861 Sec. I 
Of Scotland provides that a 
will entirely in the handwrit­ 
ing of the testator (maker) 
and signed by him is effectual 
(valid) though not witnessed. 
If not handwritten by the 
maker a will must be wit­ 
nessed whose designations 
and addresses must be writ­ 
ten after their signatures or 
incorporated in the body of 
the will. Either will executed 
in the United States is valid in 
Scotland. 
No particular words or 
style is necessary to carry 
heritage; any words clearly 
indicating intention is suffi­ 
cient. 
Such wills are also valid in 
the United States, for Texas, 
where you are employed, rec­ 
ognizes both attested and 
holographic wills (Tex. Prob. 
C. 84).

A. Under State of Georgia 
law (Code Sec. 113-902-3) if 
your father died without a 
writing, a will, the surviving 
spouse, your mama, if her 
name is on the deed, it’s 
likely she now owns the 
home. Because you have no 
debts the ownership can be 
made of record. 
Since you live only 45 miles 
from Atlanta have your 
mama see the lawyer, Eliza­ 
beth D. Bassett, at the Refer­ 
ral Service, 1510 Fulton Bank 
Building, 55 Marietta Street, 
Atlanta, GA. For a small fee 
her name will be put on the 
record as sole owner.

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Health’s-A-Poppin’ I Technology Combats Disease

Some like it hot, but heat 
waves send most of us 
searching for ways to cool off 
our bodies and tempers. 
Hopefully this year we’ll try 
to do it with less energy and 
less water. 
Can. we? With the right 
strategies, yes. But certain 
things that seem “ cool” may 
help heat us up instead. There 
are also hazards that can put 
the heat on your health or 
even your life. 
Ole such “ hot seat” may 
be in a parked car. It’s no 
place to park a toddler or in­ 
fant (or even your pet) while 
you run into the store. A 19- 
month-old baby’s body tem­ 
perature climbed to 108 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit after her 
mother left her snoozing in 
the car on a hot afternoon. 
The

later 
died. 
It 
happened despite open rear 
windows and front windows 
rolled down four inches. 
In 
83 
degree 
outside 
weather, researchers found 
cars parked in sun could heat 
up to over IOO degrees inside 
in only minutes, even if win­ 
dows were rolled down half­ 
way. 


Doctors say heat poses 
higher risks to the very 
young, the elderly, the over­ 
weight, pregnant women, al­ 
coholics, and those with heart 
or circulatory trouble, high 
blood pressure or chronic ill­ 
ness. 
(Certain drugs can also in­ 
crease heat susceptibility, in­ 
cluding one some of us sip to 
cool off. That’s alcohol, 
whose effects on the body 
may interfere with adjust­ 
ment to heat. 
Ifs important to replace 
extra fluid lost in hotter 
weather. Thirst is not always 
an accurate guide to your 
body’s fluid needs, especially 
in the elderly or young chil­ 
dren. Dr. George E. Burch of 
Tulane Medical School noted 


that “ ...if old people whose 
th irs* mechanisms are im­ 
paired don’t ask for water, 
they can develop a dehy­ 
drated state and an electro­ 
lyte (salt) disturbance that 
nobody recognizes because it 
occurs over a period of sever­ 
al days.” 
Many fruits, fruit juices 
and vegetables are good 
sources of potassium, an es­ 
sential mineral which, along 
with salt (sodium), is lost in 
sweat and must be replaced. 
High water content is im­ 
portant to a beverage’s 
“ quenchability quotient.” 
I^ss sugar also helps. These 
and other factors being equal, 
a tart-tasting drink generally 
offers better liquid refresh­ 
ment than a sweet-flavored 
one. 
How you eat can also help 
beat the heat. Try taking less 


food at a time and reducing 
your intake of dietary fats. 
High fat foods generate far 
more body heat than many 
other dietary choices, said 
Curtis Baylor, M.D. Go easy 
on sweets. 


Where water is in short 
supply, bathers seeking heat 
relief may find wetting just a 
forearm and hand surprising­ 
ly refreshing. Cooling the 
neck, the back or both can be 
very 
helpful. 
Lukewarm 
bathing may bring more sus­ 
tained cooling than cold, be­ 
cause the body compensates 
for cold by producing a warm 
afterglow.

There are seven basic steps to

Design 
The design of the patchw ork can be 
one of many already available or an 
adaptation of one. Patchw ork design 
is generally taken from geom etries—

hexagons and circles or parts of 
circles. Fabric patterns and colors 
should be controlled so they don't 
interfere with the design 
All designs are com pleted in a 
block 
The blocks a re then joined 
together to create the “ s e t'’ of the

Some sets have blocks sewn 
edge to edge while others are a lte r­ 
nated with plain ones or separated 
with strips of fabric 


F abric 
Choose w ashable, colorfast dress 
weight fabrics such as muslin, calico, 
g in g h am , p e rc a le or b rao d c lo th . 
Preshrink fabrics before using them . 
To determ ine how m uch fabric is 
needed for a full-size quilt do the 
following: 
1) M easure the top surface of the 
m attress, each long side, one end— 
and the am ount needed to cover the 
pillows, if desired. 
2) Plan the num ber and sizes of 
blocks in the quilt. 
3) Plano the num ber and sizes of 
colors in each block 


4) Find the fabric total for each 
color in every different block design 
and multiply that by the num ber of 
blocks in which it w ill be repeated Do 
this for each color 
so you’ll have 
enough fabric for each. 
For exam ple, if you need 50 2x2-inch 
squares of green fabric, you w ill need 
four square inches x 50 or 200 square 
inches 
To convert 200 square inches to 
yards, do the following: 
a i D eterm ine width of fabric you’re 
buying; 
b> D eterm ine how many two-inch 
squares can be cut from one width of 
the fabric 
For instance, if the fabric is 36- 
inches wide, you can cut 18 2-inch 
squares (rom that width 
ic To find out how m any strips of 
this fabric you ll need, divide that 
num ber (the num ber of squares that 
can be cut from the w idth) into the 
total num ber of squares you need 
So. in this exam ple we divide 18 into 
200. We get 11 and a fraction 
and that 
m eans we would have to buy 12 strips 
of the fabric (12 strips of the fabric 
equals 24 inches.) 
12 strips x 18 
squares equals 216 2-inch squares 
Since only 200 squares are needed, a 
little fabric will be left over 
It is better, though, to have too 
much fabric than not enough 
Also, you’ll need to buy fabric for 
the backing—perhaps a sheet 
Enough binding for all four edges is 
necessary, too 
piecing 
Piecing the design is a m atter of 
sewing two pieces together to m ake a 
unit. joining sm all units to m ake 
larger ones, and finally com pleting 
the block 
A hand sewn backstitch seam of 
cotton or m ercerized thread is the 
strongest Stitches should be sm all A 
m achine can also be used for piecing 
After piecing all seam s should be 
pressed one direction. They should not 
be opened. Then, when joining entire 
blocks, to prevent bulk at seam in­ 
tersections. press alternating strips in 
different directions. 
Preparing To Quilt 
To quilt you will need the com pleted 
top piece, he m iddle layer of filler or 
batting and the bottom layer. 
The filler can be cotton flannel, a 
thin blanket, or cotton and polyester 
batting 


But Not All Are Happy 
Working Couples Increasing 


Most wives with careers put extra 
stress on their husbands, says Debby 
Johnson, 
a 
fam ily 
life 
education 
specialist. 
“ D ual-career 
m arriages are in­ 
creasing. but 
for most 
husbands, 
coping with this new life style is dif­ 
ficult. she added 
“ A recent study of husbands with 
career-oriented wives found that the 
husband faces m any stresses. 
“ Husbands whose wives work are in 
poorer health and are less content 
with their m arriage, work and life in 
general than husbands whose wives 
are not em ployee, the study reported 
“ This indicates that men whose 
wives work face g reater stresses— 
even though their standard of living is 
enhanced by the w ife’s incom e,” she 
said 
Miss Johnson is with the Texas 
A gricultural Extension Service. The 
Texas A&M U niversity System . 
In general, she said findings pin­ 
point three m ajor reasons for husband 
inability to adjust to a wife’s career: 
—In m any cases the husband loses 
his wife s attention and m ust spend 
tim e helping with chores around the 
house 
He m ay also view her em ploym ent 
as a loss of status for himself. 
While the wife grows and expands 


her roles and gains feelings of self 
esteem , the husband feels he has 
taken on “ lesser" roles that threaten 
his elf-esteem 
Men do not feel that th eir “lesser" 
role in a dual-career m a rria g e con 
tributes to the personal grow th and 
fulfillm ent of the m arriage. 
—Women are m ore prep ared to 
m ove into m ore non traditional roles 
than m en. 
That is, they usually have had 
outside-the-hom e work experience 
prior to their ca re e r and before 
m arriag e or in its early years. 
On the other hand, m en usually 
have not developed the behaviors and 
skills to deal with household tasks and 
childrearing, nor w ere they reared to 
be supportive of a w ife’s c a re e r needs 
It m ay be that society perpetuates 
the idea that men should be “ strong, 
independent, and m ore com petent 
than w om en" while this m ay not be 
the case in reality, M iss Johnson 
added. 
On the other side of the picture, 
m any couples have ad ju sted to deal- 
c a reer m arriages with a g rea t deal of 
satisfaction, she said. 
“ This is not accom plished without a 
g re a t 
deal 
of 
p la n n in g 
and 
cooperation on both p arts, though. 
“ M arriages which involve highly 


c a reer oriented couples find that both 
husband and wife m ust be secure in 
their own position otherw ise the egos 
begin to suffer. 
‘ These couples also attem p t 
to 
work out situations and job dem ands 
which are fair to both p arties 
“ They agree that a m ove tow ard the 
advancem ent of one p a rtn e r—and the 
detrim ent of the other 
would not be 
in the best interest of the couple.” 
Indications are that 
dual-career 
m arriag es will be a wave of the future 
an d 
b eco m e 
m ore 
an d 
m ore 
prevalent, Miss Johnson said 
Although women engaged in full­ 
tim e careers do not represent the 
norm in this country, that lifestyle is 
b eco m in g m o re a c c e p ta b le , 
the 
specialist said. 
Recent figures indicate that while 40 
percent of the total labor force is 
m ade up of women, currently they 
represent only about 2.3 percent of 
those earning m ore than $25,000 per 
year 
However, a recent survey of college 
m ales indicates that 90 percent expect 
their wives to earn as m uch money as 
they do 
As 
this lifestyle becom es m ore 
popular, the dual-career should be 
viewed as a solution, and not as a 
problem in itself, she added

I can put my 
pants on now and walk some 
It has been two weeks since 
the attack started 
Is there anything I can take 
to purify the blood'' Some say 
cream of tartar I am taking a 
medicine called Colbenemid. I 
was in awful shape for a while 
'ctfbldfi t liven M<*« my pants 
on or off 
I dr ink lots of water J think 
lots ol water can help get the 
gout poison out of my body 
D EAR R E A D E R 
I'm 
glad you are better. Anyone 
who has had one or more 
acute attacks of gout should 
he on some form of preventive 
treatment The idea is to pre­ 
vent forming uric acid salts in 
the body And drinking water 
is a good idea because it helps 
decrease the possibility of 
kidney stones and kidney 
damage 
Things have changed a lot in 
the treatment of gout in the 
past several years The diet is 
important hut not so impor­ 
tant as it was lad ore we had

of

cu rre n t 
medicines I am sending you 
The Health Letter number 2-3.

New York, NY 10019 If you 
ar e overweight you are better 
oft to reduce but it should be 
gradual since crash diets or 
too rapid weight loss can 
cause an attack of gout 
The medicine you are taking 
is a combination of colchicine, 
a medicine that has been 
around for a long time (it is 
used to treat the acute attack 
and it is very effective 


Benemid (used to help the 
kidneys flush out the excess 
uric acid) Usually Benemid 
is not used during the acute at­ 
tack nor is the combination 
medicine. 
One of the newer medicines 
is Zylopnm < allopurinol 
It 
acts on the body cells to keep 
them from producing too 
much uric acid When it works 
and has no side effects it is the 
best preventive approach I 
know 


In gout the normal cell 
mechanisms to form new cells 
and regenerate the body goes 
awry The person’s own body 
produces too much uric acid 
That is why diet is of limited 
usefulness The problem is not 
so much rn what a person eats 
as who hrs parents were So 
the old picture of the gout suf­ 
ferer who is fat and over in­ 
dulges in food and liquor is not 
really true Many thin people 
also have gout 
Men are more prone to have 
gouty arthritis than women 
Only about IO per cent of the 
women with high uric acid 
levels also develop painful 
gout 


In addition to the painful 
episodes like you have ex­ 
perienced a person can slowly 
develop gouty arthritis. This 
can lead to major deformities 
of the joints and it too can be 
prevented with proper preven­ 
tive treatment Any one who 
has gout should be followed 
regularly and treated suf­ 
ficiently to keep the uric acid 
level down You will get some 
more hints about living 
patterns and managing gout 
from The Health Letter I am 
sending you Cream of tartar

Condominium Concept Not New 


Although 
condominium

mortgage, pay taxes, own a

Store managers reported a strong demand for electric 
fans this spring. It appears that people are trying to find 
ways to keep electricity bills from getting so high this 
summer. 
One reasonably good substitute for air conditioning is an 
attic fan. Builders are installing attic fans in more new 
homes to supplement the air conditioning system. They add 
very little to the cost of a new home and operate at a fraction 
of the cost of an air conditioner. 
An attic fan operates by pulling air through opened win­ 
dows and the ceiling into your attic. The air is then blown 
back to the outside through vents in the attic. Special frames 
can be purchased with screen wire and louvers that open and 
shut to be installed in the ceiling. 
These fans come in various sizes, so you should get the 
proper size in relation to the size of your home. When the fan 
is operating you can cool any room in the house simply by 
opening a window in that room. 
Attic fans are a good supplement for air conditioning. 
They can be used to pull the hot air out of a house before 
turning on the air conditioner. This allows the house to be 
cooled in a shorter period of time with less operation of the 
air conditioner. Too, the attic fan should provide enough 
cooling during the night and early part of the morning. 
Attic fans operate with a small electric motor. A one-half 
horsepower electric motor will operate at a cost of about 
three cents per hour. This compares to about 20 cents per 
hour to operate a 36,000 BTU air conditioner in a well in­ 
sulated house with temperatures above 90 degrees. 
Attic fans are not difficult to install, however permanent 
wiring is required and a switch or elapsed-time timer is 
needed to control its operation. 
If you decide to add an attic fan to your home, don’t expect 
it to reduce your electric bill enough to pay for itself in one 
summer. It will likely take three or four summers to recover 
your cost, depending on whether you install the unit yourself 
and how many hours each day you let the attic fan substitute 
for the air conditioner.

What Alcohol Can Do

Alcohol, so far as science 
can determine, can be traced 
back 200 million years to the 
late Paleozoic era. At that 
time the materials required 
to produce alcohol, water, 
plant sugars (starches) and 
yeast, existed. 
In North America, the first 
settlers found that the Indi­ 
ans produced alcohol in the 
form of fermented birch and 
sugar-maple sap. 
Although the product has 
existed for eons the casual 
use of alcohol first made its 
appearance in Mesopotamia 
about 5,000 years ago. 
Alcohol is categorized as a 
chemical and its metabolism 
requires protein, vitamins 
and minerals. And, despite 
the police balloon breath test 
to determine the level of 
inebriation, a very small 
amount of alcohol is excreted 
through the lungs. 


There is no organ in the 
body in which alcohol is 
stored and it is principally the 
job of the liver to metabolize 
and detoxify. 


Pure alcohol produces sev­ 
en calories per gram of ener­ 
gy, but little else in the way of 
nutrients. Beer 
and 
wine 
have some carbohydrate 
levels, and may even have 
some amounts of protein. 
A persistent fallacy con­ 
cerning beer drinking is the 
idea that one cannot become 
an alcoholic by drinking only

its-vegetables, milk and 
meat.

Coble said recent claims 
state that certain chemicals

naturally and some “m ay” 
be responsible for much of 
the h y peractivity am ong 
children. 
Those chemicals are said 
to be salicylate-like com­ 
pounds in foods and artificial 
food flavors and colors, she 
said. 
As therapy for hyperac­ 
tivity, therefore, those who 
are making those claims 
prescribe a 
diet 
which 
eliminates a wide variety of 
natural (mainly fruits and 


vegetables) and processed 
foods.

reasons for recommended 
parental caution over the

are

on 
research into them by a 
team of scientists. 
To examine the claims, the 
Nu t r i t i o n

“ Their conclusions say 
that no scientific evidence 
points to any food as the 
critical factor in hyperac­ 
tivity. In fact, they could not

They’ll add a zesty “ store- 
bought” 
touch 
to juicy 
ham burgers broiled in the 
backyard—or to a 
relish 
tray. 
Old-fashioned brining is a 
choice method for making 
pickles, according to Jean 
C arlton, 
Collin 
County 
Extension Agent with the 
T e x a s 
A g r i c u l t u r a l 
E xtension 
Service, 
The 
Texas 
A&M 
U niversity 
System. 
Her directions a re as 
follows: 
To make five quarts of 
brined dill pickles, use IO 
pounds of three to eight-ineh- 
long cucumbers. Wash and 
drain them on a rack or wipe 
them dry. 
Put three tablespoons of 
whole mixed pickling spice 
and a layer of dill in a large 
crock, glass jar or plastic 
buckets. Fill the container 
with cucumbers to within 
three or four inches of the 
top. 
Place a layer of dill and 
three more tablespoons of 
spices over the cucumbers. 
Garlic may 
be added if 
desired 
Thoroughly mix one and 
one-tourth cups vinegar, one 
cup salt and one and one- 
fourth cups water and pour 
over the cucumbers. 
. Cover the cucumbers with 
a heavy china or glass plate 
or -hd that fits into the con­ 
tainer. 
Use a weight to hold the 
plate down and keep the 
cucumbers under the brine. 
A glass jar filled with water 
makes a good weight. 
Cover loosely with a cloth 
and keep the pickles at room 
tem perature. 
Scum will start to form in 
about three to five days. It 
should be removed daily. Do 
not stir the pickles, but be 
sure they are completely 
covered 
with 
brine. 
If 
necessary, make additional 
brine 
using 
the 
sam e 
proportions as before 
In about three weeks, the 
cucumbers will have become 
an olive green color and 
should have the desired 
flavor. Any white spots in­ 
side 
the 
ferm ented 
cucumbers will disappear in 
processing. 
The original 
brine 
is 
usually cloudy as a result of 
yeast developed during the 
fermentation period. If this 
is objectionable, fresh brine 
may be used to cover the 
pickles when packing them 
into jars. 
Use one-fourth cup salt, 
two cups of vinegar and two 
warts water in making the 
fresh brine. 
G enerally, 
the 
fe r­ 
mentation brine is preferred 
for its added flavor. It should 
be strained before heating to 
boiling

It has become a 
day on which to especially

kids all during the year. 
And, coming as it does, 


just at the change of the 
season from cold to warm, it 
encourages 
giving

practical, seasonal g ifts- 
new light-weight clothes for 
the summer months, new 
leisure apparel and all kinds 
of sporting gear, a new 
electronic 
watch, 
som e 
photography 
equipm ent, 
perhaps even a bottle of

Gift Giving Big Business Stimulant 


Not so many years ago. 
Easter was an important 
fashion and gift event.

always the third Sunday of 
June by Act of Congress. 
Easter, on the other hand, 
falls on a variable date, by 
as much as a month.

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Home Sewing Tips 
Take Up Gaps In Summerwear 


Easy bodice alterations 
make aood-fit fashions out of 
“gapping” lowered-neckline 
pieces for summer, says 
Mrs. Becky Culp; area 
clothing specialist. 
A common fit problem in 
these 
designs—such 
as 
camisole tops; sundresses 
and strap!*** pieces—is 
“gapping” or extra fullness 
in the upper chest or un­ 
derarm, she added. 
ALTER BODICE 
To improve ready-to-wear 
fit, eliminate gapping by 
adding darts at the front 
and-or back neckline that 
extend down to the bustline 
or beneath the shoulder 
blades. 
Of course; this must be 
compatible with the garment 
design—that is, it should 
look compatible when you 
the darts to test them. 
Or—instead of adding 
darts—depending on gar­ 
ment design and body build, 
underarm seams may be 
seamed deeper—beginning 
at the top of the neckline 
(which is under the arm, of 
course) and tapering to the 
original seamline just above 
the waist. 
Necklines with elastic 
casing can be made tighter 
by shortening the elastic, 
then redistributing the extra 
fullness. 


RAISE OR 
LOWER BUSTLINE 
To improve fit of home 
sewn fashions, alter the 
pattern before cutting out 
the garment. 
To decide if a pattern 
needs a higher or lower 
bustline, determine if the 
pattern’s 
“bust 
point” 
corresponds to the body’s 
bust point. 
Find the bust point by 
extending the fold lines of 
the underarm and waistline 
darts 
Where these lines 
cross is the bust point. 
(Figure I) 
Next, be sure the pattern 
bust point corresponds with 
the body’s—because, if it 
doesn’t, the pattern needs 
altering. 
To do that, find a reference 
point on the pattern—and 
measure from it to the 
pattern’s bust point. Find the 
corresponding 
reference 
point on your body—and 
measure from it to the fullest 
part of your bust 
The reference point can be 
at the top of the shoulder at 
the base of the neck or it can 
be the top of the natural 
armhole—or, for fashions 
that 
have strapless or 
narrow shoulder straps, the 
reference point can be some 
point at the waistline. No 
matter which point you 


choose as th e referen ce 
point, simply m easure from 
it to the bust point—both on 
the pattern and on your 
body. 
If the pattern bust point 
does not correspond to the 
body’s, you need to raise or 
lower bust point—to make it 
the sam e as the body’s. 
To lower the pattern bust 
point, draw a horizontal line 
com pletely 
acro ss 
the 
pattern above the bust point 
Cut the pattern apart and 
lower the amount needed 
To adjust the waistline to 
be the sam e as originally, 
fold a tuck the sam e amount 
the pattern was lowered at 
the “lengthen or shorten 
line’’ which is drawn on the 
pattern 
To raise the bust point, 
follow the sam e procedure, 
except 
fold 
out 
excess 


lengths above the bust point. 
To adjust the waistline to be 
the sam e as originally, cut 
the pattern on the “ lengthen 
or shorten line’’ which is 
drawn on the pattern. 
To raise the bust point, 
follow the same procedure, 
except 
fold 
out 
excess 
lengths above the bust point. 
To adjust the waistline to be 
the sam e as originally, cut 
the pattern on the “lengthen 
or shorten line’’ and spread 
the pattern to be the original 
length. (Figure 2) 
ELIMINATE FRONT 
FULLNESS 
To eliminate extra front 
neckline 
fullness 
from 
a 
pattern, draw a straight line 
from the neckline to the bust 
point 
beginning d irectly 
above the bust point. This 
line should be parallel to the 
center-front line. Cut along 


this 
line 
to—but 
not 
through—the bust. 
Also, cut the pattern along 
the underarm and waistline 
dart fold lines to—but not 
through—the bust point. 
(Figure 3) 


To take care of patterns 
that do not have a waistline 
d a rt—but, instead, have 
gathers or tucks—draw a 
straight line fromo the bust 
point down to the waistline, 
and use it as if it were the 
center line of a waistline 
dart. Then cut along that line 
up- to—but not through—the 
bust point. 


Pin the pattern with the 
center fron in place. Fold out 
excess neckline fullness by 
overlapping the cut line at 
the neckline 
the 
amount 
needed If the pattern is cut 
on a double thickness of 


fabric, lap out only one-half 
the total amount needed. 
When the pattern is lapped 
at 
the neckline, 
the un­ 
derarm dart will spread. 
D istrib u te this fullness 
equally betw een the un­ 
derarm dart and waistline 
dart (or waistline area) by 
pivoting 
the 
m ovable 
“bottom section’’ of the front 
in an upward direction until 
the extra spread is equal 
between the two locations. 
(Figure 4) 
These changes distribute 
excess 
fullness from the 
neckline to the underarm 
when 
sew n, 
and 
w aist­ 
line seam s will 
measure 
the sam e as originally since 
the extra fullness will be 
seamed out along the dart 
seamlines, and-or gathers 
will 
be 
adjusted 
slightly 
closer.
